A Note on Geography 

During his Galilean ministry Jesus frequently 
crosses the Sea of Galilee (4:35-5:2; 5:18, 21; 
6:32, 45-54; 8:9-10, 13). The region to the 
west of the Sea is predominantly Jewish, 
while the region to the east of the Sea (the 
Decapolis, or “Ten Cities”) and northwards of 
the Sea is predominantly Gentile. Many of 
the miracles Jesus performs on the western, 
Jewish side of the Sea (e.g., exorcism, 1:21- 
31; feeding 5.000, 6:34-44) are repeated on 
the eastern side (exorcism, 5:1-20; healing, 
6:53-56; feeding 4,000, 8:1-10). Jesus, in 
performing the same kind of mighty deeds on 
both sides of the Sea, indicates that he is the 
Messiah and Lord of Jews and Gentiles; in 


crossing over the Sea with his disciples Jesus 
is leading his community of followers on a 
mission of outreach. In this way Mark, some 
forty years after Jesus’ death and 
resurrection, is signaling to his community 
that unity between Jewish and Gentile 
Christians is something that originated in 
Jesus who personally spearheaded this 
mission. It is significant that on two voyages 
heading toward the eastern (Gentile) side, 
there was a violent storm at sea (4:35-41; 
6:45-52), perhaps indicating that the 
Church’s mission to the Gentiles would be 
turbulent and difficult. As we know from the 
Acts of the Apostles and from the letters of 
Paul, it certainly was.
